two feet from the lower end. Before put-
ting the frame together, taper the lower
ends of the posts for the distance of two
feet, 80 that ai the very base the post shail
be ouly four inches square. Now, when
the frame is st up, let these posts alio
statd on tapered rocks. If the crib neads
more Lhan thesa four posts to bear np the
corn that will be pat into it, make leus like
the lower porifons of thesa posiy, and set
these less under the silig, and put boards
on the floor, makiog the latter tight, and
which will be sbout threc feet from the
ground.
